THE CONYERS POSTOFFICE AGAIN. 


How Certain Publications Are Viewed in 
Washington—Rome’s Government 
Building Now Assured. 


Washington, May 23.—(Special.)}—Major 
j.c.C. Black and Judge Maddox had their 
long-promised interview with Mr. Cleveland 
today on the marshalship contest. The 
only thing they learned of special interest 
was that the appointment yould nat be 
made before June 30th. They urged Colonel 
Renfroe’s case long and fervently, but to 
little effect it appears. They were both si- 
lent when asked if Colonel Renfroe had a 
fighting chance, and the candidate himself 
did not seem in the best of humor when 
seen at the Metropolitan this evening. Ma- 
jor Black leaves tonight, but Judge Maddox 
remdins to help settle on some maa. Sena- 
tors Colquitt and Gordon are expected to 
be heard from tomorrow, and then the pow- 
wow of the congressmen over the choice of 
aman will be begun again. 

The Conyers Fostofiice. 

The Conrers postoffice is still in statu 
huo and just what turn it will take is yet 
undecided. Quite a number of telezrams 
have been received by Colonel Livingston 
from Conyers and elesewhere bearing on 
the case, and by common consent it is every- 
where recognized that the settlement of the 
question rests with him entirely. Several 
papers arriving here today contained brief 
specials purporting to be Secretary Smith's 
side of the case as sent from here hy the 
correspondent of The Macon Telegraph. 

From this it seems thas Mr. Robert Guinn 
has betp thrown up by Mr. Smith as a kind 
of improvised breastworks to catch the bul- 
lets that have been so fearlessly ain:ed at 
him. In this statement it is made to ap- 
pear that Mr. Guinn, of Conyers, czme to 
Washington in Captain Weaver's interest 
and besought Secretary Smith to beseech 
the postoffice department to appoint Wea- 
rer. Mr. Guinn was an earnest friend of 
Captain Weaver and wanted to bring all 
fhe influence that he could to bear cn the 
postoffice department in beha!f of his friend. 
It is stated here that when Mr. Cruinn 
ealled on the postoffice department he found

Major Black took a turn in the state de- 
partment in behalf of his cconstituents who 
want consular appointmeats.

On the white 
house porch another assemblage was engerly

NAVAL NEWS, 


Why Secretary Herbert Ordered the San 
-Francisaco to the Atlantio. 

Washington, May 28.—There has been 
some speculation in naval circles as to the 
purpose of Secretary Herbert in bringing 
the San Francisco. around from the Pacific 
and making her the flagship of the north At- 
lantiec squadron just at this time when the 
policy of the department appears to be to 
distribute the new vessels among the for- 
eign stations. The reason is that the sec- 
retary is very proud of the beautiful white 
cruiser and wishes her to take the position 
of flagship of the north Atlantic squadron, 
for which she is admirably fitted so far as 
interior accommodations are concerned, in 
order that in that conspicuous place she 
might be an ever present evidence, not only 
to visiting foreigners, but to the people of 
the east of the excellent naval construction 
that is possible on the Pacific coast. 

The navy department today completed ar- 
rangements for conveying the Columbus 
caravels, the Santa Maria, Pinta and ‘Nina, 
from New York to Chicago. They will be 
towed from New York to the mouth of the 
St. Lawrence, and from there to Chicago. 
The service will cost about $5,000. Commo- 
dore Erben will arrange for their trip to 
the mouth of the St. Lawrence, and the con- 
sul at Montreal will make arrangements for 
their cruise from there to Chicago. 


WEATHER CROP BULLETIN. 


Cotton, Cane and Corn All Doing Well—A 
Good Report. 

Washifigton, May 23.—The weather dyring 

the past week has resulted in improved crop 


conditions in the northwest and central val- 


leys, while the outlook is less favorable in the 
southeast sections of the country. 

Mississippi—Al' conditions very favorable 
except cool nights in the first of the week. 
wrops grassy, being cleaned rapidly: Deep 
water avd back-water ruining crops along the 
Mississippi river. | | 

Louisiana—Cotton scraping; rice planting 
and cleaning; crops of grasses and weeds be- 
ing pushed; corn nearly laid by; oat harvest- 
ing progressing; yield good; cotton, cane, 
corn and rice doing well, 

Texas—Coru looks splendid; cotton pros- 
pects improved and farmers are planting over 
the northwest portion of the state, where 
work had been delayed by drought. 

Arkansas—Weather favorabie and all crops 
very much improved; southern portions, how- 
ever, report creps foul and poor stand; cot- 
ton, wheat, oats, clover and grass promise 
an abundant crop. 

Tennessee—Conditions favorable; crops !m- 
proving; wheat heading irregularly; Colorado 
beetle injuring Irish potatoes; early corn be- 
ing worked ; eagre still to be @anted; no “sfa- 
son” for planting cobacéo; cotton small but 
heaithy. 

Kentucky—Condittons favored all «rops; to- 
bacco setting in full progress; corn improved, 
but still below the standard; much of the early 
crop being replanted; wheat, oats and grasses 
never better.

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THE WHIRLING WIND. 


Louisville ‘Again Vigited by a Terrible 
Cyclone, 


“AND GREAT DAMAGE IS THE RESULT 


The Roundhouse of the Louisville 
and Nashville Destroyed, 


LOSS OF LIFE AT CLEVELAND, OHIO. 


Four ‘Men Instantly Killed—Tracking 
the Storm Through Indiana and 
* Michigan—The Casualties. | 


Louisville, Ky., May 23.—Again_ the 
wind has worked its will upon Louisville. 
Dwellings are ruined, streets are filled with 
the wreckage of roofs; with broken and 
uprooted trees; with remnants of walls 
and twisted wires. No lives are known to 
be lost and few injuries received. Rain 
came with last ‘midnight, but the people 
slept peacefully until just before dawn. 
At 4 o'clock belated people saw a low, 
_black cloud, with greenish fringe, sweeping 
up swiftly from the southwest. The blow 
struck the south of the city first, working 
its destructive force first tpon the Louis- 
ville and Nashville roundhouse at Tenth 
and Broadway. From there on the center 
of the city suffered little, save by chimneys 
blown down and trees uprooted. The full 


- force of the wind struck the squares bound- 


ed by Campbell, Hancock, Broadway and 
(Green streets, and there: the principal 
damage was done. 

When the storm struck the city eight 
workmen under the charge of James Dadi- 
gan, night foreman at the big Louisville 
and Nashville roundhouse, at Tenth and 
Broadway, were busy about the engines. 
As the wind struck the circular building 
the roof was lifted free from all fasten- 
ings and then, as a lull came, dropped 
from its own weight squarely upon the 
structure. The walls stoog the pressure, 


but the roof crashed down upon the inte- 
rior. The heavy engines were overturned 
like toys, but the men escaped almost mirac- 
ulously from death. As the roof lifted each 
man dived into the pits beneath the engines 
and there lay safe and unscathed until the 
storm passed and all crawled out. The 
walls are still standing and the damage 
to the building will not exceed $5,000. 
The damage to the engines will be less than 
half that amount. | 

North of Broadway and south of Main, 
in the squares lying between Hancock and 
Campbell, many people were awakened hy 
‘the roar of the coming storm, and frighten- 
ed people gathered in the streets and the 
yards. They stood only for a few moments, 
for, as the storm burst, the air was filled 
with flying debris and each ran for his 
life. 

J. Heins’s grocery is at 831-833 East 
Market street. The front of the three- 
story building was blown in and the entire 
building damaged. It was at first reported 
that Mr. Heins and his family had been 
killed, but this fortunately proved incor- 
rect. 

The roof of the undertaking establishment 
of John Scoenlaub of 827 East Market 
street, was blown away, but little damage 
was done to the building. The residence 
of Dr. F. C. Embry, at 841 East Market 
street, was also unroofed. 7 

Charles Zeigler’s meat shop is at 843 
East Market. This building was also un- 
roofed. The roof is also gone from the 
drug store of O. F. Hartlan at Market and 
Campbell streets. 

The roof of the two-story brick residence 
of Dr. Sowers at 632 Clay was lifted bodily 
from the house, carried across the street 
by the wind and crashed into the brick 
cottage of Mr. Johnson. The front wall 
of the cottage caved in beneath the force 
of the missile and it is a complete wreck. 

At 630 Clay street the roof and walls 
of the house of J. Krisikie were blown 
down. A brick cottage at 719 Hancock 
street was also wrecked. The roof was 
blown off and the front wall collapsed. 
It was occupied by several colored families. 
The residence of W. A. Crosby at 514 
Campbell street was damaged. The roof 
was blown from the house of J. Hoffner 
at 641 East Green street, and the building 
otherwise damaged. Chimneys and roof 
are gone from the house of Mrs. John 
Riegel at 653 East Green street. 

Logan place, a beautiful little spuare, 
the site of the old market house, is a re- 
minder of Baxter square in the days of 
the great tornado. Most of the fence ‘is 
blown down and the trees uprooted. 

In the west end comparatively little dam- 
age was done aside from the Louisville and 
Nashville roundhouse. Chimneys were 
blown away from Fricks’s drug store at 
Sixth and Chestnut streets, the big platd 
glass windows were smashed at Cudahy’s 
meat shop at Sixth and Broadway, and 


similar accidents happened in many places, 
but that was all. : 
“It was a local tornado,” said Mr. 


O’Connor of the weather bureau, this morn- 
ing. “It emanated from the cyclone cen- 
ter, which at last reports was over IIli- 
nois. The barometer fell rapidly last 
night and some disturbance was expected 
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on account of the steep gradient in tem- 
perature. I think the tornado was purely 
local and do not expect to hear that its 
effects are far-reaching.” ° 

Andrew Humble, colored, who lives on 
Shelby street, between Market and Jeffer- 
son, was struck by flying debris and serious- 
ly hurt about the body, besides receiving 
bad wounds on the hands and arms. Forty 
thousand dollars will cover the damage. 

} Loss of Life at Cleveland. 

Cleveland, O., May 23.—A terrifie wind- 
storm struck this city at 9 o’clock this 
morning. Four men were instantly killed 
and many injured in the numerous casual- 
ties. A scaffold blown from its fastenings 
by the high wind seriously and in one case 
fatally injured four men employed by the 
Cleveland Gaslight and Coke Company. 
They are: 3 : 

Miles Johnson, forty-tiye years old, living 
on Hamilton street, near Beuhl, compound 
fracture of left shoulder blade. 

William O'’Mallia, thirty-five years -old; 
living at Hibernian ball, No. 174-Ontario 
street, fracture of fifth rib and internal 
injuries; he will die, _ i 
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| living on West River street, left shoutder 
blade broken, internal injuries and scalp 
wound, : | 

Michael Hughes, living on Oregon street, 
ribs fractured and internal injuries. 
It bas been found necessary to clevate 
a brick chimney on top of the Bradley 
block, at the corner of Superior and Hrie 
streets, and for this purpose a scaffold had 
been built up twenty feet above the six- 
story building. Seeing the storm coming, 
the men employed on it ran to shelter. 
The wind was soon upon it and with the 
timbers the whdle mass broke loose, drop- 
ping straight down the side ofthe biulding 
till it reached the second fluor. Here it 


| Was Caught by another gust of wind and 


hurled with terrific foree toward the gut- 
ter, where it landed with a crash that 
could be beard for biocks around. ‘Twenty 
men. under the direction of Jack Fleming, 
of the gas company, were at work in the 
gutter. They were working hard to get the 
ditch they had just dug covered up so as 
not to bloek the sewer When the rain fell. 
The huge mass of heavy. timbers fell right 
‘in their midst. They were all thrown 
from their feet by the concussion, but all 
but four sprang to their feet. The four 
mentioned could not rise because they were 
pinned to the ground by heavy timbers. 

As soon ag the men were extricated they 
were hustled away to Lake Side hospital, 
which is but a short distance from the scene 
of the accident. The men had no chance to 
save jthemselves when the scaffold fell, 
The:first intimation they“had of the danger 
was a cry from one of the carpenters work- 
ing on the building. 

A portion of the plate department of the 
Cleveland Rolling Mill Company, undergo- 
ing construction, gave way to the storm at 
9 o’clock with fatal results. There was a 


number f men employed on 
the structure, two of whom 
were. killed instantly. . Another _ re- 


ceived injuries wihch will doubtless prove 
fatal and several more were badly injured. 
The names of the dead and injured are 
not obtainable at this writing. 

Another casualty caused by the severity 
of the storm was the destruction of a tywo- 
story frame house at the corner of Doane 
and Superior streets. It was blown down 
and John Cole buried beneath the debris. 
When taken out the mar was in qa terrible 
condition and death soen followed after 
intense suffering. 

Destruction at Detroit. 

Detroit, Mich., May 23,—A terrific wind- 
storm accompanied by hklinding sheets of 
rain, broke over this city this morning. At 
8 o’clock the wind in this city suddenly 
rose to a velocity of fifty-four miles an 
hour and had increased in force. until at 
10:30 o'clock it was blow'ng sixty miles an 


hour. Many shade trees through 
the  —city were blown down 
and some streets, Cass avenue 
especially, are so thickl, strewn with 


broken limbs as to render them impassa- 
ble. With some few exceptions all the tele- 
phone and telegraph wires running into De- 
trojt are down. Ior this reason the signal 
service officials have bee. unable to issue 
a weather map this morning. 

Dovbtless there was a large amount of 
damage throughout Michigan and many 
wrecks have occurred on tye lakes, although 
nothing definite can yet be learned. Great 
damage was done at Adgian this morning. 
Romolus was visited by a severe wind- 
storm a few minutes before S o’clock 


this morning. The buil€ing. erected last 
summer by the Romolus Glass Company 
was completely wr ey Calis 


The Storn: ia Obfa. , 
Cincinnati, May 23.—High wind prevail 
around Cincinnati today, but the city escap- 
ed damage. In covington and Newport 
however, houses were unroofed,~chimneys 
blown down and shade trees uprooted. 
The street railways. were blocked by trees 

and debris. 

At Harrison, O., a church was unroofed 
and great damage was done to fences, etc., 
near the town as well as at other parts 
in the Mill Creek valley. In no place was 
there any loss of life reported. 

A windstorm crossed the upper Miami 
valley about daylight this morning sweep- 


ing away fences and sheds and 
demolishing telegraph and ._ tele- 
phone lines. The greatest damage 


occurred between Piqua and Troy. The 


aptist church at Fletcher was un- 
roofed. 
The town of Fort Recovery, O., was 


struck by a terrific windstorm this morn- 

ing. The opera house was unroofed, a 

livery stable, was blown down and great 

damage done. Fences, buildings and tim- 

ber in the country were blown down. No 

fatalities are reported. ° 
And in Indiana, 


Elwood, Ind., May 23.—A very destruc- 
tive windstorm passed over the southern 
part of this city this morning at 4 o’clock, 
partially wrecking the tin plate factory, 
hurling a portion of the iron roof a consid- 
erable distance. The adjacent property 
was more or less injured and at Frankton, 
six miles southeast, the destruction to prop- 
erty Was even greater than here. A num- 
ber of houses in course of erection were 
torn down. No lives are reported lost. The 
amount of damage here and at Frankton 


is covered by insurance. 


THE BAD BREAK AT WYLEY'S. 


Crevasses on the Mississippi Widening—Peo- 
ple Driven from Homes. 

New Orleans, May 23.—Secretary Shields, 
of the fifth district levee board, promptly 
notified Assistant Engineer Thompson upon 
hearing of the break, and both Major Richard- 
son and Mr: Thompson safd that at no point 
in the whole of Louisiana could a worse break 
have occurred, The levee was built on Judge 
Wyley’s place and was known as the Wyley 
levee, and was considered a splendid piece 
of work. It was built by the fifth district 
levee board in 1886. The same board raised 
and enlarged it in 1891. The levee was fifteen 
feet in height, which gives an idea of iis im- 
mense proportions. There was twelve feet of 
water standing against it at the time It gave 
way.

Pull Details of the Proposition of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. 


FOR REORGANIZING THE TERMINAL 


The Great Firm of Financiere Show 
Their Confidence in the Plan. 


BASIS OF ADJUSTMENT WITH SECURITY 


Holders—A Strong Reorganization Com- 
mittee Named, anda Big Syndicate 
to Make the Guarantees. 


New York, May 23.—(Special.)—Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. today handed down the pre- 
scription which they have drawn up as the 
proper dose to be administered to bring the 
Richmond ‘Terminal invalid around again 
into a healthy condition. 

Their plan differs from the Olcott plan in 
that the junior securities, or the later bond 
issue and the security stock issue, stand 
the brunt of the pruning, and the underlying 
securities are in many cases unreliable and 
allowed to run to maturity. 

Drexel, Morgan & Co. announce that they 
have formed a syndicate to underwrite the 
plan. If the security holders who have de- 
posited their holdings unconditionally de- 
sire to withdraw they can do so on or be- 
fore May 3ist, but all securities withdrawn 
will not participate in the reorganization. 

The circular states that the Richmond 
and Danville and East Tennessee systems 
have large intrinsic values, but must be 
reorganized at once if disintegr:tion is to be 
avoided. The absolute fixed charges of the 
Terminal company amount annyally to 
$9,000,000, while the entire net earnings 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, 
are estimated at $7,000,000. As to the 
common stock of the Terminal company 
and the several classes of stock of the East 
Tennessee company deposited with the 
committee, participation is farther depend- 
ent on the payment of assessments in four 
equal installments when called. Failure 
to pay forfeits the right to participate. The 
committee reserves the privilege to termi- 
nate at any time the right to deposit se-

It was in- 1867 that the then lit@e vil- 
lage of Dalton was startled by the appear- 
‘nee of a tlashy female who put up at the 
best hotel and announeed herself_as Mrs. 
Wallingford, the daughter of Mr. W hitmore. 
She engaged General Jesse A. Glenn, a 
prominent lawyer of that town fo institute 
proceedings for the recovery of her child 
from Gentles. A visit was made to the old 
home. but it Was found that Mr. Gentles was 
not to be scared out of ins rights. He in- 
formed the woman that since she had chosen 
a eourse which shut ber out from all recog- 
nition that he would not trouble her, but 
that he would hold on to the chlid. She 
then gave up the chase and regaled the cit-

He Was Adjudged Insane by the Ordin- 
ary's Jury. 


HE WAS ALSO INDICTED FOR ASSAULT. 


The Testimony of the Various Witnesses 
in the dinary’s Court-—W hat 
Mrs. Ashley Said. 


Gus Allen was yesterday morning in- 
dicted for assault with intent to murder, 
and a few winutes later he was adjudged 
insane by the jury that was formed to try 
him on a writ of lunacy. 

And to make the sad case, if he be really 
insane, the more interesting, Allen was to 
bave been tried this morning by Judge 
Bloodworth on a warrant charging. him with 
assault with intent to murder. 

Justice Bloodworth is in a quandary, and 
last night had not decided whether «r not 
he would try Allen since he had been od- 
judged insane. On the other haad there 
was the indictment found by the grand 


jury. 

“{ don’t know whether I shall wy Allen 
or not,” said Justice of the Peace Blood- 
worth last night to a Constitution reporter. 
“I may, however, postpone a hearing until 
the Julia Force case has been disposed of, 
ag this would give me a precedent. At the 
presenc moment I am unable to say. just 
what 1 will do.” 

Another question that arose in® connec- 
tion with Allen's case was as to whether 
or not he would be sent to the asylum. 
That question was decided by Judge Cal- 
houn at once. 

“I will issue an order for the removal of 
Allen to the asylum, but I can name no 
date. He must remain in jail until some 
disposition is made of Miss Julia I*orce. Al- 
len's case is something on the same order, 
and | think that the Force case ill estab- 
lish a precedent. I am of the opinion that 
Miss Force should be in the asylum at the 
present moment, but .an indictment for 
murder was found against her.”’ 

The Trial for I.unacy. 


Monday afternoon Allen foyght six men 
with the strength of a liov and .he fury of 
a wild cat, and hardly ceased to struggle 
for un hour at the least. Yesterday his in- 
sanity had taken a diiferent turn or ¢clse he 
had decided to play a new role, the fight- 
ing busiuess being rather exhaustive and not 
productive of good results. 

Monday night was spent by Allen in the 
county jail, and when he was approached 
by Bailiff McCullough and one of the jail- 
ers be showed fight. He was offered a pair 
of blankets in order that he might make 
himself comfortable, but it was only by 
main strength that he could be forced to 
he down upon them. Yesterday morning 
be refused all food and would not drink 
even a glass of water. Just before he was 
brought to the courthouse he was offered a 
glass of milk, but this too he refused. He 
was transported in a hack. 

The twelve jurors were assembled when’ 
Allen came into Ordinary Calhoun's office 
and the trial was quickly begun. The first 
Witness was Mr. John Clay Smith, the law- 
yer. He testitied that he had known Allen 
for fifteen years, and that Allen had come to 
see him once about a divorce suit; that 
Allen’s wife had secured a divorce and ali- 
mony; that a rule nisi had been issued 
for Allen to show cause why he should not 
pay the alimony. Allen did not seem to 
realize the importance of the matter. 

Thomas Allen, the father of the unfortu- 
nate man, testified that his son had been 
having these spells for some time, on and 
off, since 1885. He could tell when the at- 
tacks were coming bv his eyes: that when he 
was sixteen years old he had been struck on 
the head und came very -near aving. The 
cg also stated that his son drank. a 
Ittie, 

Mrs. Allen, the mother of Gus Allen, was 
then placed upon the stand. She testified 
at some length on the same line as the 
father, corroborating his evidence. She 
added that insanity ran in the family; that 
her sister had gone crazy and that another 
of her sons and a daughter had been in the 
asylum. 

Mr. J. J. Miller said that he knew of AI- 
lens having some kind of attacks and that 
” Was very dangerous when they were on 

im. 

Allen’s brother testified about the same as 
the father and mother. , 

Miss Mary Allen, the sister, was dra- 
matie in her testimony. 

“I know it to be a fact,” said she, in melo- 
dramatic tones, “that he is a crazy man. 
I'riday I saw that he was going crazy. I 
have followed him at the dead hours of 
nicht, not knowing when he might fall a 
corpse at my very feet.”’ 

The rest of her testimony did not differ 
substantially from that of her brother’s. 
The order in regard to Allen when he was 
adjudged insane in 1890 was read and in- 
troduced as evidence by the attorneys for 
Allen. 

Bailiff Pat McCullough testified that Al- 
len had spells. and that some people said 
that he himself had them sometimes. : He 
thought that Allen was undoubtedly crazy. 
He told of his refusing food and water. 

Some Interesting Testimony. 


Mr. Ashley, head engineer of the Georgia 
Electrical Light Company, was the next 
witness. 

“I have always thought that Allen was a 
good man,” said Mr. Ashley. “Sometimes 
he would get a little cranky. One day he 
asked me if I would give him a recommen- 
dation. I told- him that 1 would do so 
gladly, and asked to where he wanted it. 
lis reply was that he wanted a recommen- 
dation to heaven. I assured him that 
couldn’t accommodate him, but would give 
him a recommendation to some other place. 
He suggested IXansas, but he didn’t know 
to what town he wanted it. 

“Last Friday night he rushed up to me 
at the engine house in a very excited man- 
ner and declared that 1 was the only man 
that had ever spoken a kind word to him. 
He told me to take good care of his brother, 
and, taking off a ring which he was wear- 
ing, placed it on my finger and told me 
goodby. He then made a dash for the big 
twenty-two foot fly wheel which was re- 
volving at the rate of a mile a minute. I 
headed him off, and, although he fought 
desperately, he soon became quieted and 
left the building. This was after his fight 
with the policeman, as I learned. Just after 
Allen left a couple of patrolmen came in 
and asked if Allen had been in the power 
house. I told them yes, and that he wanted 
to jump into the fly wheel. ‘They laughed 
and wanted to know why I didn't let him 
go ahead. J think that he is most assur- 

crazy. 
ge Bae Beavers testified after Ashley, 
and was of the opinion that Allen was per- 
fectly sane, and was merely laying off. 

“T have been knowing Allen ten years, 
and I think that when he drinks a little

“T was passing along Fraser street,” said 
Policeraan Randall. the douchty little officer 
who was shot in the head by Allen, “when 
I heard a commotion. iminediately 
started to investigate. I met Allen, who 
had a picture in his hand. He immediatély 
tore the picture all to pieces, and, Jumping 
the fence, said that he would go with me. 
He talked all right enough, but we had 
hardly gone a dozen steps before he jerked 
a pistol from under his arm and tried to 
kill me. In the scuffle that followed I mus? 
have got shot. I soon took the pistol away 
from Allen and tried to shoot him. It 
didn’t work, but Allen saw that _I had the 
drop on him and made tracks. I think he 
might be crazy, but if he is I don’t know

It Was Considerably Mixed Up. 


An old land case which has been in hear- 
ing before Judge Marshall Clarke for the 
past three or four days, was decided yes- 
terday morning. 

The case was that of Alexander, admin- 
istrator for Mrs. Wiggins, against Mr. Gil- 
lette. The beginning of the affair dates 
back to 1869, commencing with the pur- 
chase of three acres of land in the southwest 
portion of the city. 

This property was purchased by Mr.

Mrs. Hall iS an old lady of some seventy 
years and she has conceived the idea that 
her son will try to get his hands on her 
property by legal process because his 
houses are on them. When she swore out 
the writ she stated to Judge Calhoun that 
she feared for her life. 

Filed a Suit for 810,009 Damages. 

James A. Reynolds, formerly an employe 
of the Thomson-Houston Electric Company, 
has sued that company for $10,000 damages. 
In his petition Reynolds sets forth that he 
and one other man were obliged to c.rry 
exceedingly heavy machinery and that not 
sufficient aid was at hand to move tlis ma- 
chinery readily.

_ The stay in the grand Jury room was an 
exceedingly short one, ‘not lasting over 
three minutes. From the best information 
procurable Airs. Porter testified that the 
signatures on the notes which were shown 
to her were forgeries. She was immediately 
dismissed. 

When Mrs. Porter left the grand jury 
room she was joined instanter by her hus- 
band, who had been awaiting her return 
She took his arm and the two 
went down the steps to the first floor and 
started towards the carriage, which was on 
Pryor street. 

Just after Mr. and Mrs. Porter descended 
the steps. an attempt was made to inter- 
view Mrs. Porter, through her husband, by 
a Constitution reporter. 

“Has Mrs. Porter any objections to tell- 
ing what she testified to before the grand 
jury?” was asked Mr. Porter by the press 
representative, who approached that gen- 
tleman aud his wife as they left the court-

“We do not care to talk for publication,” 
suid Mr. Porter kindly. 

Some of the Other Witnesses. 

The: first witness this morning was Mr. 
John Robinson. He did not remain very 
long in the grand jury room. and when he 
came out stated that he did not care to re- 
peat his testimony. Harry Hill gave his 
note for $500 with an alleged endorse- 
ment of Mrs. Porter’s.name to Mr. Robin- 
s0n, who sold it and may have to make the 
amount good himself. 

The second witness was Captain J. W. 
English, 

“I know next to nothing about the Hill 
business,” said Captain English in a pleas- 
ant manner to The Constitution reporter, 
when asked about his testimony before the 
graud jury. “I have no objections to say- 
ing, however, that I was questioned about 
Harry Hill and his notes.” 

Mr. Peter Clarke, who was witness No. 
5, didn't care to tell what his testimony 
wads, but gave it as his opinion that the 
grand jury was merely shelling the woods in 
the Harry Lill forgeries.

Hill shall be made to 
suffer, and that he has already notified the 
police that Hill. was wanted. 

“How many of Hill’s notes do you hold?” 
Was the first question asked Mr. Collins. 

‘*“T'wo,”’ was his reply. 

“Who got the money?’ was asked next. 

The answer was, “Harry Hill.” 

The aggregate amount of the two notes 
is $3,500. 

Mr. Ed Hill, a cousin of Harry’s, was 
taken into the grand jury room next, and 
testified as to the amouut of money that 
Harry owed him. 

The last wituess was George T. Sellman, 
the broker, and he absolutely refused to 
say anything about his testimony in the 
grand jury room. The grand jury ad- 
journed at a few minutes past 12 o’clock.

A Suit Involving the Ownership of One- 
Fourth of a Louisiana Lottery Ticket. 
From The New Ofleans, La., City Item. 
Johu J. Welly vs. People’s Bank et al. 
Plaintiff began this suit by seizing a lot- 
tery ticket, one-twentieth of a whole tiek- 


et, Which had won 3$10,00U and had been 


forwarded to the People’s bank for collee- 
fon, and in which he claimed one-fourth 
interest as owner. By consent, the ticket 


Was cashed, and the unclaimed three- 
quarters Were withdrawn, leaving the 
contested one-quarter, which Was also 


claimed by John W. Fellow, under control 
of the court. 


The parties live in St. Lonis nnd Rave 
been quite unfortunate. In 1891 Fenlow, 
Kelly, Noreland, O'Keefe and Connors 
formed a quasi club, and on three or four 


occasions purchased five fractions of lot- 


tery tickets, said fractions costing. $1 each, 


and each member contributing his propor- 


tion of the price, was equally interested in 
the winnings. Fenlow generally was 
charged with purchasing the tickets, and 
held them until the drawing. 

The members usually paid their contri- 
butions before the drawings, and Fenlow 
ticket vender. 

In April, 1892, thev invested (Connors 
had dropped out). All paid except Kelly. 
who had agreed to vay his dollar on the 
dav preceding the drawing. 

The tickets had been selected by Norle- 
man. There was no further intercourse 
hetween the members of the club. until 
after the drawing on Tuesday, April 12th. 
when it was learned that one of the four 
tickets had won $15,000. The tickets have 
heen paid for by Fenlow and the question 
for the court to decide is whether Fenlow 
paid for account of Kelly. one dollar or 
whether it was for his own acconnt.

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General Phil Cook Makes a Suggestion 
to the Counties, 


LET EACH ONE PUBLISH A HANDBOOK. 


Clarke and Randolph Have Set an Exam- 
ple by Collecting Interesting and 
Valuable Information. 


General Phil Cook, secretary of state, 
made a good suggestion yesterday on the 
liue of attracting settlers and investments 
to Georgia. ¢ 

Several times The Constitution has men- 
tioned that letters are «onstantly being re- 
ceivea at the office of the eecretary of state 
asking for information about Georgia. The 
Inquiries come chiefly from the west and 
northwest. Yesterday there were two let- 
fers from Nebraska and one fromm Chicago 
inquiring’ about lunds in Georgia. 

General Cook suggests that theeounties 
and towns of Georgia should get up some 
pamphiets tilled with information as to ag- 
riculture, minerais, manufactures, railroad 
facilities, schoois, churches, water powers, 
price of lands, character of crops and all 
that. He could send out this information 
When inquiries come to his otliee, or the mit- 
ter could be supplied direct from the county 
seat. A splendid handbook of Athens and 
Clarke county has been issued by Professor 
Strahan, ot the State university. He took 
his engineermg class from the university 
and surveyed the county. In additiou he 
had assistance from other engineers and 
citizens who are familiar with the county. 
it is a very complete book, and will give the 
Inquirer just the sort of information he 
wants, 

Lhe mayor of Cuthbert has written to 
the secretary of state saying that a hand- 
ook of Cuthbert and Kandolph county is 
being prepared by direction of the council 
of the town. This work will be freely cir- 
culated and the town will be glad to have 
prospective investors and home-seckers 
send for copies. General Cook will be fur- 
nished with copies, so that one may be sent 
to every party who writes to him for iufor- 
mation about the state. 

Georgia is getting wide advertisement all 
over the country and appears tu be attract- 
ing wide attention, but there ig no suitable 
matter to be sent out. Some yeurs ago the 
legislature authorized the commissioner of 
agriculture, Colonel Henderson, to get up a 
handbook. He did prepare one, and it was 
complete, but the edition has been ex- 
hausted a long time ago. And as General 
Cook says: “Since then new industries 
have developed in the state. One county 
sends out of the state half a million dollars 
worth of vegetables and fruit annually, 
where a few years back it did not sell any- 
thing scarcely in that line. Each county 
ought to take hold of this subject and work 
it for all it is worth. The information 
would be muchwmore full and interesting if 
each county and city would act for itself 
in this matter, instead of waiting for the 
legislature to authorize a general work for 
the state. The counties which follow the 
example of Clarke will find that they are 
amply repaid for the expense. We would 
rather have a dozen investors come down 
here from the northwest than a hundred im- 
migrants from Castle Garden, or whatever 
the new landing station is. Georgia ought 
to look after getting settlers from the older 
states, rather than from Europe. And the 
counties can draw them if they go about it 
in the right way.”’
